A..WISE PLANTER has the ground prepared for immediate setting, when plants arrive. 

Some times this is impossible on aocount of the weather j so he unpacks the crates 
air once, opens the bundles,' and heels them in the ground in a “V" shape trench, 
spreading plants out and packing soil firmly around the roots with bud of plants 
even with the surface of the ground. The soil is then prepared immediately 

THE SlBAWBERPvY is one of the most^l^por^ant plants in the line of fruit, easy to 
raise, it does its best on rich well prepared soils that hold their moisture and 
are well drained. Sandy loam is preferred. 

If sod land is used, it should be plowed ln*the fall, because it may be' infested 
with grubs, which eat off the roots of the plants and oause thorn to die. 

Use horse, cattle, hog, or hen manures. Fertilisers and manures do best broadcasted 
on soil before or soon after plant# ay* Pit. If manures are not available, use 300 
lbs of 4:16;4 fertilizer per acre, allying 1 4a 3 applications oaoh being 3 weeks 
apart. Broadcast between rows 100 Ilia before Or soon after plants are set. 

Set plants as soon as weather permits; middle states, March and April; northern or 
cold states, April or’May; southern or warm states, February, Maroh and April. Earl¬ 
iest settings do best. 

Use dibble or spade in setting. Spread roots in fan shape, pack soil firmly around 
roots with crowns of plants even with the surface of the soil. 

All plants listed in the catalog, Unless otherwise mentioned, are perfect flowering 
varieties-and oo-n be planted alone. Imperfect flowering varieties need a perfect 
flowering, one row to every 4 or 5 rows. 

Remove fruiting stems 'when large enough to get the buds and blossoms. If fruiting 
stems are not removed, plants will be weakened by fruiting. Remove first set of 
fruiting stems on the overbearing varieties, which continue until the middle of June. 
Let second set remain; they produce fruit 30 days from blossoming. 

Cultivate plants about 20 times, 2j£ inches‘deep, every week or 10 days during the 
growing season and give plants j to 5 good,'early hooings. Let the plant make 10 
young plants thus forming a nico narrow row. 

You may mulch the plants but it'is not necessary, this will prevent berries from 
getting'sandy and Yfill bring top market. If mulch is to be applied, use wheat or 
rye straw or some other coarse material in the fall when plants are dormant and 
rake in the center of the rows in the spring when plants start to grow.
